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FINE AND UNUSUAL SHOW 


So much news seems bad these 
days that we tend to overlook 
the encouraging items. One of 
these took place recently in 
New York City. New York, of 
course, is a fountainhead of 
‘liberalism,’ leftism and 
pro-communism. But TV Station 
WPIX in New York televised a 
three-hour show of taped ex- 
cerpts from several anti-com- 
munist meetings held on the 
West Coast. WPIX cancelled 
its regular programs in order 
to show this three-hour pro- 
gram which was called ‘Holly- 


wood’s Answer to Communism.’ 


The amazing thing was that, 
despite its length, the 
performance held viewers 
spellbound. There were no 
horses, no Indians, no gang- 
sters and no sex - just the 
cold, hard facts about the 
worldwide criminal communist 
conspiracy. The facts were 
set forth by Congressman 
Walter Judd, Senator Thomas 
Dodd, W. Cleon Skousen, Dr. 
Fred Schwarz and others. It 
is estimated that nearly two 
million viewers saw this ex- 
traordinarily fine and highly 
instructive show. The spon- 








sors, who deserve special 
credit, were the Schick Safe- 
ty Razor Company and the 
Technicolor Corporation. 

But it was interesting to 
note how this unusual show 
was handled by the TV column- 
ists of the New York newspap- 
ers. The columnists of the 
Journal-American, the Daily 
News and the Daily Mirror, 
either before or after the 
showing, praised it highly. 
The columnists of the Herald- 
Tribune, the World-Telegram 
and the New York Post ignored 
it. But the most astonishing 
comment came from Jack Gould, 
TV columnist of the influ- 
ential New York Times. He had 
to admit that the program was 
‘of interest on a variety of 
grounds.’ But he was very 
disturbed at WPIX turning 
over all that time to spon- 
sors. He talked about the 
‘absence of any statement of 


policy by WPIX’ and about the 
need forthe station to assure 
that ‘other opinions’ would 
be heard. Now what in the 
world is Mr. Gould talking 
about? Would he have WPIX 
disclaim responsibility for 
the facts about communism 
presented on the show? Did he 
perhaps want WPIX to turn 
over part of the program to 
the Communist Party, or to 
the ‘be-kind-to-Reds’ boys - 
in spite of the fact that the 
TV channels are filled day in 
and day out with their side 
of the story? Maybe what real- 
ly disturbed Mr. Gould was 
the presence on the show of 
the publisher of Life. He ap- 
peared to deliver an apology 
for a smear article that Life 
printed about Dr. Schwarz and 
his anti-communist crusade - 
a fact which Mr. Gould of the 
N.Y. Times failed to mention 
in his review. 


VICTORY OVER EDUCATIONISTS 


Another item of very en- 
couraging news came out of 
the little town of Twin Lakes, 
Wisc. It concerns what has 
come to be known as the ‘un- 
der-education’ of our children 
by the modern educationists. 
These entrenched modern edu- 
cationists are very powerful, 
but the Twin Lakes episode 


shows what can be done by a 
determined school board with 
an aroused citizenry to 
back it up. 

The Twin Lakes school 
board, in a revolt against 
the insipid textbooks based 
on the ‘look-say’ method of 
teaching our youngsters, voted 
to use one of the famous 
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McGuffey Readers in one of 
their schools. The modern- 
ists’ look-say method is the 
one whichhas turned out whole 
generations of young Americans 
who can’t read, spell or 
write their own language de- 
cently. The McGuffey Readers 
were written in the last cen- 
tury by a professor of philo- 
sophy at the University of 
Virginia. Millions upon mil- 
lions of Americans were taught 
from them during the last 
century and the first part of 
this one (122 million copies 
of the Readers were printed), 
until the modern educationists 
gained a foothold in the 
schools and banished the 
WcGuffey Readers, as they 
thought, forever. The Readers 
are of course, in some re- 


spects, what might be called 
old-fashioned. But they are 
also highly interesting, ex- 
citing, guaranteed to hold a 
youngster’s interest and, most 
important of all, treat him 
as a growing, eager, intel- 
lectually curious human being 
capable of absorbing good 
English, moral values and a 
love of country. They do not 
treat him, as do many modern 
texts, as an animal-like half- 
witto be fed only a sickening 
mishmash in a limited vocabu- 
lary of 600 or 800 words. 

The McGuffey Readers have a 
great deal to say about God, 
and so are branded as sectar- 
ian. However, the Twin Lakes 
school board deleted certain 
passages in the Reader they 
are using which might be cal 1- 
ed sectarian, so this charge 
could not be brought against 
them. The Readers also print 
quotations from people like 
Patrick Henry and Thomas Jef- 
ferson, which probably brands 
them as ‘subversive’ in the 
eyes of modern ‘liberals’ and 
UNESOO one-worlders. 

In any case, the use of the 


McGuf fey Reader in a Twin 


Lakes school stirred up a 
terrific local fight. The 
school board, with the backing 
of a goodly portion of the 
community, stood its ground 
and voted 4 to 1 to keep the 








Reader, even against the op- 
position of the school prin- 
cipal. The principal gave 
away the whole show for the 
modernists, incidentally, 
when he said he was opposed 
to the use of the McGuf fey 
Readers because ‘it entails a 
lot of work for the students 
to comprehend them.’ In other 
words, don’t try to make the 
students work hard in order 
to learn and think —- just let 
them breeze through school 
without learning too much 
of anything. 

Then the Wisconsin State 
Superintendent of Schools got 
into the act. Twin Lakes gets 
state-aid for its schools, so 
the State Superintendent or- 
dered the local school board 
to drop the McGuffey Reader 
entirely. The school board 
refused, and finally the State 
Superintendent said he would 
‘permit’ — note the use of 
that word ‘permit’ - the use 
of the McGuffey Reader as a 
supplemental text, so long as 


it was not usedto teach basic 
reading. This was no doubt a 
face-saving device for the 
Superintendent, because the 
book is used in the eighth 
grade. Or can it be that 
eighth-graders, under so-cal1- 
ed modern methods, still need 
to be taught basic reading? 
There are two very important 
lessons for every American 
parent and taxpayer in this 
episode. The first is the 
power that can be exercised 
by an intelligent and aroused 
public opinion. The second is 
the use of the word ‘permit’ 
by the State Superintendent. 
He had a right to permit or 
not permit Twin Lakes to use 
a certain book, because the 
local communities allow the 
state to tax them and then 
give back or withhold their 
money for support of their 
local schools. But imagine 
what could happen if such pow- 
er, through so-called federal 
aid to schools, were vested 
inthe Washington bureaucracy. 


CENSORSHIP OR SURVIVAL 


No doubt most alert citizens 
noted the recent resignation 
from the Army of Major General 
Edwin A. Walker. Incidentally 
the New York Times, which we 
often have occasion to criti- 
cize, is to be commended for 


the good coverage it gave 
General Walker’s resignation, 
with a front-page story and 
4% columns of excerpts from 
his statement. However, every 
American should read General 
Walker’s full statement, which 


he issued when he gave up a 
distinguished 30-year career 
in the Amy andall retirement 
benefits in order to do what 
he was not allowed to do in 
the Amy - oppose effectively 
the international communist 
conspiracy. Fortunately, The 
Bookmailer, Inc., has just 
issued an inexpensive ($. 25) 
67-page booklet which con- 
tains General Walker’s com- 
plete statement. It also 
contains the story of the 
campaign against him to pre- 
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vent him from teaching his 
troops the truth about their 
potential enemy. Equally as 
important, there is printed 
in the booklet - called CEN- 
SOPSHIP OR SURVIVAL -an out- 
line of General Walker's 
famous Pro-Blue instruction 
program for his troops. Read 
it, and in the name of the 
preservation of American 
liberty and security, see if 
you can figure out what Pen- 
tagon and State bureaucrats 
found wrong with it.

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Book Review 


**REWARDING AND EXHILARATING” 


REVOLT ON THE CAMPUS by 
M. Stanton Evans, 248 pages, 
Regnery, Chicago, $4.50. 

A fresh, strapping-fine 
breeze is blowing across the 
land, swirling especially 
through the musty corridors 
and rancid classrooms of 
American colleges and uni- 
versities. It is still only a 
breeze, albeit a strong one. 
But if it continues on the 
course it has so far taken it 
could become, in the next 
decade or two, a great cleans- 
ing westerly that will sweep 
away the intellectual murki- 
ness and the mental cobwebs 


of this Age of ‘Liberalism.’ 


Borne on this welcome zephyr 
is the revolt of which Stanton 
Evans writes. 

It is, in its way, unique. 
It is a conservative revolt. 
It is the flowering, among 
young activists, of a philo- 
sophy and a way of life which 
older voices have bravely 
kept alive through 30 years 
of debilitating ‘liberal’ 
conformity. Mr. Evans is him- 
self both a product and a 
protagonist of the revolt. 
Graduating from Yale (magna 
cum laude) only six years 
ago, he is today at 27 editor 
of the Indianapolis News. He 
writes with a clarity - often 








a brilliance - that should be 
the envy of the aging ‘li- 
beral’ philosophers he takes 
apart so neatly. More than 
this, he has a deep under- 
standing of the meaning of 
true conservatism and its 
battle to the death against 
what Eugene Pulliam, in his 
introduction, calls the ‘Four 
Horsemen of contemporary 
Liberalism’ - statism, per- 
missiveness, egalitarianism 
and adjustment. In the chords 
of the revolt which his young 
editor chronicles, Nir. Pulliam 
(publisher of the Indianapolis 
News) hears ‘the strains of 
Liberalism’s Gstterdummerung, 
the swan song of an enervated 
ideology which was tried and 
found sadly wanting.’ 

The battle, of course, 
far from won. No one recog- 
nizes this better than Mr. 
Evans himself. It has in fact 
only begun and many skir- 
mishes, campaigns, engagements 
and conflicts lie ahead, per- 
haps unto eternity since the 
forces of darkness are always 
with us. The author does not 
contend even that the great 
majority of students on the 
campuses are involved in the 
revolt — too many of them are 
merely indifferent. But those 
most deeply involved in the 
conservative resurgence are 
making themselves heard; they 


is 
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are effective, intelligent, 
resourceful - and their num- 
bers are growing. From among 
them will come the future 
leaders of America. 
Basically, REVOLT ON THE 
CAMPUS tells a thrilling 
story which is balm to the 
souls of battle-scarred 
veterans who labored so long- 
often, they thought, hope- 
lessly - in the vineyards of 
freedom. Here is the story of 
the Intercollegiate Society 
of Individualists, the Young 
Republicans, Young Americans 
for Freedom; of the conserva- 
tive intellectuals and pub- 
lications (including a growing 
number of campus papers and 
magazines); here, too, a 
stinging analysis of ‘academic 
freedom’ as practiced by the 
‘liberals,’ plusa long, close 
look at the conservative fu- 
ture, and at the elements 
that go to make up the campus 
rebels - with some facts and 
figures you will find sur- 
prising. This is no revolt of 
‘rich young fogies.’ And it 
is also no passing prank of 
skittish young puppies letting 
off steam. Mr. Evans often 
lets the young conservatives 
speak for themselves. If you 
have been sorely troubled 
about the future of tradi- 
tional American principles, 
about the preservation of our 





God-given liberties, about 
our will-to-win against the 
forces of world communism, 
you will findgreat encourage- 
ment in the knowledge, dis- 
cernment, and deep conviction 
displayed by the young men
